Food being receiv'd into the Stomach, ſuf- + 
fers a Tranſmutation there; which is the firſt 
- Preparatory in order of Nutrition. This dige- 
five Operation is perform'd by Fermentation; 
which according to the known Nature and 
Progreſs of a Ferment leavens differing Bodies 
into its own Nature : This is the firſt Step 

which Nature takes to aſſimilate the various 
Species which we eat and drink into one ſim- 
ple Milky Species call'd Chyle.. And to the 
end that Chyle may be aſſimilated to the Venal 
Blood, and that again to the Arterial Blood, 
and -that again to as many ſeveral Species as 
go to the Compoſition of an Animal Fabrick, 
Nature has provided the ſeveral Digeſtions 
with peculiar and diſtint Ferments, acting 
ſubordinately in their proper Stations, until 
Aliment be brought to its height of Perfecti- 
on, for the Nutrition of every Part, and di- 
ſtinct Species of the Body. And although it 
cannot be proved 4 priare that there are ſuch 
Variety of Ferments in Animal Bodies, they 
being principal eſſential Cauſes; yet they 
evidently and eminently manifeſt themſelves 
à poſteriori, in their diſtinct Operations and 
Effects. For the Impreſſions of the ſeveral Fer- 
ments upon their Alimentary Objects, through-

out the whole Courſe of Nutrition, are ſo 
diſtinct, that their productive Alterations are 
alien, diſſimular and oppoſite; yet conducing 
to one ultimate End, the Nutrition and Con- 
ſervation of the Body. And when the firſt 
Digeſtion is well perform'd, and the produ- 


ced Chyle thereof be duly ſubdued and chan- 


ged, by the ſubſequent Ferments as it paſſes 
through the ſeveral Offices, and receives in 
its Paſſage the Tranſmutation and Impreſſion - 
of that Part or Place, then the Body is in a 


State conformable to Nature's Law. 


But on the other hand, if the Inſtru- 
ments, or Veſſels, or both, whereby theſe 
Tranſmutations are to be performed, be de- 

cayed, fail, and become intractible, thoſe F 
dually induce great Errors in the Progreſs of 

Nutrition. For as the vital Principles and 

Functions are eſtabliſh'd by the Law of Na- 
ture, ſo are they beſt and longeſt preſerved 
by that Courſe and Method which ſhe has en- 

joyn'd : But being tranſplanted out of their 
genuine Regularity, either by Age, or by in- 

congruous unnatural Cuſtoms, ſuch as Exceſs 
or Want of Meat and Drink, or unwholſome 

Diet; Sleep or Watching, Motion or Reſt, 
Exorbitant Paſſions, Heats and Colds, Bad 

Air, -&c. theſe diſcompoſe the vital Princi- 
ples in the Exerciſe of their Offices, their 
Strength and Vigour is abated, their Duration 

| ſhorten'd, and by propagating imperfect and 

vitious Fermentations, and ill Applications 
of the Juices fermented, ſhortens and haſtens 
their Period. . Their Progreſs to which - in 
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Jome Conſtitutions very ſwift, in others more 
remiſs and gradual ; but whether it be the 


one or the other, this is certain, that every 
Degree of undue Fermentation tends to an 
_ undue Separation, and every undue Separa- 


tion to an Obſtruction or Putrefaction, if 
not both; and every Putrefaction tends to 
generate ſome Malady, where-ever it hap- 

ns; and every Obſtruction to ſome pain- 


ful Diſeaſe. So that we need not now be 
long at a loſs to apprehend how Rottenneſs 
of Fleſh in the Scurvy, becomes a Concomi- 


tant to painful Diſeaſes. Again, Every De- 


gree of Putrefaction in Animal Bodies tends 
to a Generation of ſome other Animal Body. 


And here likewiſe we may eaſily judge, 


. how, and of what, a great Number of Ani- 


mals, found in Human Bodies, are formed; 


and how we come to be ſenſible of ſuch 
biting and gnawing Pains, Cramps and Con- 


tractions, on our tender Nerves and Ten- 


dons; as many by Fits are aware of in this 
Diſeaſe. 1 „

| troduced a Scorbutick Habit. And ſay that 
| 1 the Cauſe of Melancholy, is a Defect in the O- 
5 c perations of the Animal Spirits, or Function, 
| or both. Which that it is Matter of Fact will 
appear to any, who obſerve that the Effects in 
ö the Spleen and Hypocondriack Region do not 
i Es appear in a Melancholy Perſon, till by a Habit 
of that Indiſpoſition, a Scorbutick Habit is in- 
duced: Or that a previous Scorbute has in

The formal Matter of the Scurvy in theſe 

Caſes is very various, according to the Part and 


Conſtitution of the Body where it takes up its 
Quarter. For Inſtance, that of the Spleen is of 
two Kinds: Firſt, if the Blood happen to be 


loaded with unaſſimulated or curdled Chyle, 
or other Sizineſs, then it ſtops the Circu- 
lation of the Blood in the ſmall and tender 
_ Veſſels of the Spleen, which are very nume- 
rous, whereby a Collection of groſs Curd 
breaking the Veſſels forms a Tumour, or In- 
flammation, or both, in the Spleen, or other 
Farts of that Region. 2 
If the Blood proves acrid and ſharp, then 
it corrodes the Mouths of thoſe ſmall Veſ- 
ſels, which cauſes a continual Seeping and 


collection of ſerous Blood, which ſoon putri- 
- fies and forms Ulcers and Vermin in that Part, 


attended with diſmal Conſequences, not only 
to the Spleen, but the Stomach, Liver, and o- 
ther Bowels are tainted and tormented with 
the Effects thereof. 1 


II. Of Conſumptions. 


HAT has been ſaid of Melancholy, 
will in ſome reſpects hold good in 
Conſumption too. . For if by any Accideat the 
Lungs of a ſound and healthy Perſon are hurt, 


become ulcerated or tainted, this affects all 


the Digeſtions and Ferments, and conſequent- 
| ly induces a Scorbute. And the Rea _—_

plain; becauſe the Lungs are the Receptacles 
and Conveyers of the vital Spirits to the 
Blood; and if theſe be tainted and contami- 
nated at their firſt Entry into the Blood, 
what Progreſs can be expected, but a Taint in 
all the Ferments ? And ſo on the other hand, 
Suppoſe a Scorbutick Habit be induced by any 
other Means: The Blood being tainted in its 
continual Courſe of Circulation through the 
Lungs, (being much more conſiderable there 
than in any ather Part, except the Heart) it 
muſt needs communicate its Taint more par- 
ticularly to the Lungs than any other Part; 
and the mare ſo, becauſe of their looſe and open 
Texture: Inſomuch that a Scorbute is as in- 
ſeparable from a Conſumption as the former; 
and are in the Conſequences and Matter of the 
Malady much like it; becauſe if the Blood 
proves thick, then Tumors and Inflammations 
ppen in the Lungs and Pleuretick Regions; if 
thin and ſharp, then Ulcers and continual Rai- 
ſing or Iſſuing of filthy ſtinking Matter, which 
alſo greatly offend the principal Machine of the 
vital Functions, the Heart; attended with 
Swoondings, Faintings, Palpitations, and ſome- 
times Putrefactions and Worms too.

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For want of which, the whole Maſs of Blood - 


acquires a Scorbutick Taint, becomes putrid, 
diſſeminates its Malignity here and there in 
the Muſculons Parts, where it appears in Black, 
Green and Yellow Spots, which too often turn 
to Putrefactions, Gangreens and Mortifica- 
tions, both inward and outwarc. 


Other whiles Nature being more pregnant,

Fermentation extraordinary, by a Feaver ; if 
poſſible, to diſingage the Blood and Juices of 
her Enemy, and diſcharge the peccant Matter.

I might proceed to ſew that each Party 
uſes the ſame Medicines: but the one will 


have all he Uſes Acids, and the other will have 


them Alkalies ; whilſt they have moſt of em as 


much Likeneſs to either, as a Hop- pole has to 


a Milſtone. | 


Under theſe Dilemma's they ſhuffle and cut 


to amuſe and banter Mankind : Sometimes they 
will have every Mixture that makes an Effer- 


veſſence to conſiſt of an Acid and an Alkali, and 


will have that to determine the Phænomena of 
em both; but then they forget that Acids will 
effervaſs with ſome Acids, ſtronger than with 


Alzkalies; and fo they will with Spirit of Wine, 
or Water, and a thouſand things beſides, which 


have not the leaſt Likeneſs to an Alkali, as 


not being indued with one Peculiar of an Alka- 
li, and have no more Likeneſs to it, than a 
Frog has to a Windmil. 


The Abſurdities of both Parties are ſo viſi- 
ble, that it were to waſte Paper and the Rea- 
ders Time to ſay more of em; and having 
promiſed Brevity, therefore I conclude with 
this Caution, Beware of other Mens Harms 
that have ſuffered by theſe Practitioners.
